Shawsheen River Estates 


appeal holds, names dropped

‘An appeal filed by Shawsheen 
Avenue resident Joe Guzzo and 
approximately 18 neighbors against 
the Wilmington Board of Appeals 
and proponents of Shawsheen River 
Estates is still pending following an 
attempt Tuesday to dismiss the 
appeal in Lowell Superior Court 
But the court removed all except 
Guzzo's name from the suit. 

Attorney John ‘Callan filed a 
motion to dismiss largely because 
the complaint was signed illegally 
by Guzzo instead of a member of 
the bar. Callan represents Jay Tighe 
of Shawsheen River Associates 

Guzzo's lawyer Howard Spei- 
cher, of the Boston firm Davis, 
Malm, and D'Agostine, explained 
that anyone can sign a complaint on 
his own behalf. The problem is 
Guzzo cannot legally represent his 
neighbors in the appeal. Speicher 
said Judge John Forte dismissed the 
action of all parties except Guzzo 
on Tuesday and indicated that 
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Guzzo has a right to amend the 
complaint and add other names to it 
at a later date. Guzzo said he plans 
to go to court next week to do that, 

Callan said Judge Forte “pointed- 
ly would not addre: 
his motion at Tuesday's 
expressed confidence that his 
clicnts would win the appeal. 

There isn't any question in my 
mind we‘will ultimately prevail,” 
Callan Said. 

Speicher, too, was confident his 
clients would gain from the appe: 

"We hope to get some major 
concessions from the developer 
which will drastically improve the 
project and its impact on the 
neighborhood,” he said. 

Speicher explained that the appeal 
process could take a long time 
because "there's so many vari- 
ables." Though reluctant to be 
pinned down to a particular time 
frame, he said the whole process 
could take anywhere from six 
months to a couple of years. 
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Speicher is an experienced land use 
attorney who has reportedly 
handled similar cases. 

Guzzo and Harold Avenue home: 
owner Mario Alosco have been the 
driving force behind the appeal. 
The two men and other residents 
are appealing the June decision of 
the board of appeals to grant a 
comprehensive permit to project 
proponents. The project is slated to 
be built off Hopkins Street on 
property owned by. the Chisholm 
family. 

Alosco stressed this weck that the 
appeal is "sonicthing: we're. doing 
for all of Wilmington,” He said he

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Wilmington sludge 
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site to be scratched 


Wilmington is almost definitely 
scratched off the list of possible 
sites for a sludge disposal facility, 
according to State Rep. Jim Miceli. 

A site in North Wilmington had 
been named last year by the Mass. 
Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) as a possible site for a 
facility to compost or burn sludge 
from the MWRA sewer system. 

Miceli told the Town Crier on 
Tuesday that after talking with 
MWRA officials, he is sure that the 
agency will soon announce that the 
facility will be built elsewhere. 

“It never made sense to begin 
with,” said Miceli. 


The MWRA, which operates the 
Sewer and water systems for the 
greater Boston arca, is under fede- 
ral court order to stop dumping 
sludge in Boston Harbor. To do 
this, the MWRA is embarking on a 
multi-billion dollar construction 
program which will include a new 
treatment plant at Deer Island and a 
tunnel to disperse liquids several 
miles out to sca. One key element 
will be some means of disposing of 
the solids which settle out of the 
sewage under treatment -- known 
as sludge. The Wilmington site was 
one of three possible sites for such a 
facility. 


Accardi seeks 
public apology 


Former school committce chair- 
man Anthony Accardi has gone to 
an attorney in his attempt to obtain 
a public apology from Dr. Michael 
Thomas. 

The controversy stems from a 
statement by Dr. Thomas quoted in 
the Town Cricr, which read: 

‘What they've been doing is 
juggling,” Thomas suid, as he 
charged both school commitice 
chairman Tony Accardi and 
former superintendent Robert 
Horan with covering up the fact 
that a deficit spending mater did 
exist 

Accardi has said that he did not 


know that a deficit existed until 
August 5. The deficit, for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, is estimated to 
be over $155,000. 

A Icuter from Attorney George 
Mcdciros of Billerica claims that 
charging Accardi with being 
involved in a coverup would be a 
defamatory statement. The letter 
further claims that charging a 
public official with misconduct is 
defamatory per se, under Massa- 
chusetts law, as established in The 
Commonwealth vs, Pratt. 

Medeiros’ letter asks Dr. Thomas 
for a public apology. Failing that, 
Accardi has instructed Medeiros to 
proceed with a suit. 


- Study to be made of 
police, fire stations

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Town Manager 
questioned 
on hazardous 
materials study

Concern over hazardous 
materials on several sites in town 
seemed to be uppermost in the 
minds of Wilmington Finance 
Committee members as they 
questioned why Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski wasn't pursuing 
21E reports on more than one site. 

At last Tuesday's meeting, 
members revicwed @ warrant 
article for November's special 
town meeting asking to appropriate 
funds to do a hazardous material 
study (21E) on a Main Street site 
next to the old town dump. The 
study, which will cost approxi- 
matcly $20,000, will be done by 
consultants from HMM. The site 
had originally been proposed for a 
duplex housing project by the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. 
Stapczynski has said he is eyeing the 
site for a recycling facility. 

Fincom Chairman Neil Waisnor 
asked why a 21E wasn't being pur- 
sued on other sites, such as Salem 
Steet, as well. Stapczynski stated 
that other sites weren't a priority at 

is time. 

I don't want to commit myself 
right now,” said Stapezynski, ad- 
ding that if hazardous materials 
were uncovered, the clean-up 
would be costly and there would be 
some risk involved. 

Waisnor pointed out maybe 
someone should evaluate the risk if 
the town were to do nothing with 
sites which are suspect. 

The $20,000 needed for the 21E 
on the Main Street site will 
reportedly come from sewer funds 
set aside for the MWRA. Because 
of a reduction in the Massachuscits 
Water Resources Authority budget, 
member towns have had their 
assessments reduced. The extra 
monies allotted will fund the study, 
if voters approve the article. 


New series of 
phone numbers 
added in Wilmington 

If you are used to identifying 
local phone numbers by their three- 
digit prefix, get ready for a new set 
of numbers. Wilmington and South 
Tewksbury now have a third 
exchange --694. 

For years, Wilmington has had 
658, the old OLiver 8 exchange 
which converted the old three and 
four-digit phone numbers . into 
seven-digit numbers. Sometime in 
the 1960's, the 657 exchange was 
added. 

With the ‘explosive growth that 
has taken place in eastern Massa- 
Chusetts in the 1980's, it was not 
possible for New England Tele- 
Phone to add another exchange in 
Wilmington until the new area code 
508 was added. The 508 area code 
went into effect on July 16, and 
Wilmington's new 694 exchange 
was added this month,

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Neighbors fight over fence 
while trucks keep on rolling

Tony Capuano of Ring Avenue is 
still fuming over an alleged delay in 
getting a truck exclusion for Salem 
Suet and complaints which have 
been filed against his fence. 

While Capuano and 25 of his 
neighbors have tried for four 
months to limit larger trucks on 
Salem Strect, several residents have 
filed complaints about his fence 
which they say hinders their view 
as they drive from Ring Avenue 
onto Salem Strect. Wilmington 
officials say the fence is too high, 
violates a town bylaw, and. must. be 
taken care of soon or Capuano will 
face court action. Both issues were 
taken up as "safety issues” at last 
weck's board of sclectmen mecting. 

In an interview this week, 
Capuano told the Town Crier "I've 
been burnt by this." He said his 
family has been harrassed by 
people driving by his house and by 
late night phone calls. 

“All I wanted was a fair shake and 
people to be honest. The fence has 
never harmed anybody,” he 
claimed, adding also his neighbors 
are being “cheated” becayse of the 
way the truck exclusion is being 
handled. ., 

Capuano maintains that "games" 
have been played which may, in the 
end, prevent the truck exclusion 
from becoming a reality. He said 
Wilmington officials "have thrown 
the whole situation in Tewksbury"s 
lap." He added that he had been told 
that “the people who run the town 
don't want the trucks stopped.” 

Though Wilmington town 
officials have agreed to a truck 
exclusion on a 90 day trial basis, 
Capuano said a "curve" was thrown 
when the exclusion was conditional 
on three strects in Tewksbury also 
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having truck exclusions. Capuano 
explained that Tewksbury officials 
tried unsuccessfully once before to 
have an exclusion on Vale Street, 
which is one of the strects under 
consideration. 

According to Chairman Jim 
Stewart of the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen, the reason a truck 
exclusion didn't go through 
previously on Vale Street was a 
decision on the part of Tewksbury 
officials not to pursue the matter 
with the state. Stewart said in 
talking with Tewksbury Police 
Chicf John Mackey on Friday, he 
got the feeling things could be 
worked out with Tewksbury. He 
added, however, that Mackey said 
his support was "100 percent 
conditional” on getting exclusions 
on Shawshcen, East, and Vale 
Sweets. 

"Maybe things haven't progressed 
as fast as they could have,"Stewart 
admitted this week. But in the next 
breath he defended his board's

(Capuano) has not listened to the 
entire story we've tricd to tell him. 
I think that the whole situation is 
unfortunate,"said Stewart. 

Besides accusing officials of play- 
ing games, Capuano also accused 
,Stewart of not being upfront with 
him. He said he was upset because 
Stewart would not tell him the 
name of the person filing the fence 
complaint. Stewart told this paper 
he would have supplied the name if 
he had known who the person was. 
He said, the complaint was filed with 
Police Chief Bobby Stewart and no 
documentation was given to his 
board. 

Capuano is now in the process of 
looking into accident reports 
covering the past 16 years to prove 
his fence hadn't caused any 
accidents. He also wants to stress to 
Wilmington citizens that the 
alternate route from 1-93 to Rt.495 
to Rt.38 will not increase truck 
traffic on other side roads in town 
if the truck exclusion goes through. 

Capuano remains frustrated but

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© "89 tax bills to reflect 
~ updated property values 


*leThe Town of Wilmington Board 
‘of Assessors has announced that in 
‘accordance with the mandates of 
‘Proposition 2 1/2, the Town has 
‘completed the triennial update of 
all the Real Estate and Personal 
Property values. These updated 
values will be reflected on the 
Fiscal Year 1989 tax bills. 

These new Values will be listed at 
the Assessors’ Office the week of 
September 26. Any taxpayer who 
wishes to review their new 
assessment may do so during this 
week, 

In order to have a better 
understanding of the update, the 
following questions are commonly 
asked: 


Q. Why did my land value 
increase so much? 

A. Since the last revaluation 
update was conducted three years 
ago, real estate values have 
increased significantly (30 to 50 
percent). Over the same period, 
building construction costs have 
only increased seven to 10 percent. 
Since building costs have not 
increased as much as total values, 
the bulk of the total increase is 
attributable to the land. 

Q. How were the values derived? 

A. All values were derived based 
‘on sales that occured in Wilmington 
in 1987. Land values were based on 
actual land sales. Building values 
were based on "Cost to construct" 
and depreciated according to age 
and condition of the building. The 
new assessments were then 


compared to improved properties 

that sold in 1987 to determine 
whether or not they were in line. 
These values were then reviewed 
by the Massachusetts DOR to 
ensure that they were equitable. 

Q. How can I determine whether 
or not my assessment is equitable? 

A. There are two good methods 
of determining this. First, compare 
your property to similar propertics 
that sold in 1987. Your value 
should be in line with these sale 
prices. Second, if no recent sales 
are available, compare your 
assessment to other similar 
properties in your area using the 
Assessor's Street Listing of Values. 
Your value should be in line with 
these similar properties. 
Remember, very few propertics 
are exactly alike. Your value 
should be in line, but it very seldom 
will be exactly the same as a similar 
property. 

Q. How much will my taxes be? 

A. At this point in time it is not 
possible to determine what your 
taxes will be. The tax rate cannot be 
set until all values are finalized by 
the Department of Revenue. 
Because of the limitations of 
Proposition 2 1/2, the Town's total 
collections can only increase by 2 
1/2 percent plus new growth. For 
this reason, the tax rate will have to 
be adjusted downward following a 
revaluation update. Proposition 2 
1/2 applies to total collections and 
not to individual tax bills. 


New regs in effect 
for private well owners 


The Massachusetts Department of 
Food dhd Agriculture and the 
Town of Tewksbury Board of 
Health wish to notify private well 
owners of new regulations which 
restrict herbicide applications on 
rights-of-way near private wells. 
Rights-of-way such as railroads, 
pipelines, powerlines and 
communication lines are routinely 
maintained to keep vegetation from 
interfering with theit Operation and 
repair. Although vegetation control 
may include hand cutting and 
mowing, it often “involves 
applications of herbicides. 

In 1987, regulations were 
promulgated by the Department of 
Food and Agriculture to restrict 
herbicide use on rights-of-way 
around public and private drinking 
water supplies, wetlands and other 
sensitive areas. Responsibility for 
identifying and mapping sensitive 
areas lies primarily with the 
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companies who mainiain the 
corridors. However, because 
private wells are not generally 
inventoried or mapped, local 
cooper is required to post and 
map the private wells for 
applicators. 
Under the regulations, the use of 
ides on rights-of-way will be 


drinking water wells and restricted 
within a buffer zone extending to 
100 feet. To gain protection, 
persons using drinking wate¢ wells 
located within 100 feet~of a 
right-of-way must: 1) post the 
location of their wells at the edge of 
the right-of-way, and; 2) notify the 
Local Health Board of their well's 
location $0 that it can be mapped 
and provided to herbicide 
applicators. Please contact the 
Board of Health at 851-6371 for 
information regarding specific 
requirements on the size, color, and 
placement of posted signs.

Frankly. speaking

"The medical progress is fantastic, but economically 
isn't been that good; it's like living in Heaven and Hell 

‘same time.” 

‘That's how Dr. John Marshall, who's practiced 
internal medicine in Wilmington for over 30 years, 
summarized his profession in an interview this month on 
the occasion of his retirement. Having arrived in 
Wilmington in 1957 and hung his shingle at the south side 
of Route 129, Dr. Marshall has seen changes both in the 
community and his profession alike. As he and his wife 
prepare for a new challenges, Dr. Marshall shared his 
feelings on medicine which has been blessed with a 
“massive technological revolution" while burdened with 
increasing economic and regulatory pressures. 

Dr. Marshall grew up with medicine all around him. 
A Somerville native, his father graduated from Harvard 
Medical school in the 1910's and was a surgeon and 
general practitioner. Marshall recalls that back in those 
days a surgeon did everything except neck and chest 
work. This would be unheard of today, says Marshall, 
who points to the incredible increase in specialization 
"because things are so complicated now." 

Just as surprising would be what a doctor charged 
patients years ago. Dr. Marshall recalls that in the 1930's 
an office visit went for a modest $2.00, with a house visit 
costing you just a buck more. And if your appendices 
had to be removed, it would set you back about $125.00. 

Having been brought up on the profession, John 
Marshall decided to become an M.D.,-and graduated 
from Tufts Medical School in 1952. He interned in 
Rhode Island, did his residency in internal medicine in 
Colorado, and after working a year in Syracuse found his 
professional home here in Wilmington, where he has 
been ever since. 

Dr. Marshall says that Wilmington "was the other side 
of the tracks 30 years ago, but today it's come a long way 
with Route 93." Marshall remembers when land was 
cheap in town, and you could make a deal on a house for 
12 or 14 thousand dollars. Marshall recollects the 
biggest change as the incredible "industrialization" of the 
community. "It's no longer a bedroom town", said 
Marshall. 


But on the broader issue of the medical profession 
today, John Marshall offers the invaluable incite of a man 
who's scen medicine change "from what was a cottage 
industry to an industry of massive machines." When 
Marshall describes the "fantastic medical progress", his 
voice becomes excited, and he frustrates that he can't 
explain the innovations so many of us take for granted. 

Marshall has noticed a direct sociological result of the 
new technology. The doctor says that his older patients 
feel responsible for their own health, while younger 
people "expect to be taken care of". Marshall attributes 
this to the younger gencration becoming cozy with the 
benefits of new technology, as well as the fact that "the 
last 30 years have been pretty nice." 

Marshall describes himself as a man of a different era. 
“I'm a product of the Depression and World War II, 
before penicillin, when someone who got pneumonia 
probably would be dead 48 hours later," But in 1988 
these are distant memories. People rarely die of 
Pneumonia, and today's world has conquered everything 
from small pox to maleria. 

Today, Marshall retires from a profession that is 
mostly comprised of Medical Groups, with a declining 
number of individual practices. He's witnessed what he 
calls the "deprofessionalization" of medicine, which he 
says was completed in 1965 when the goverment began 
Medicare. It was thereafter that Marshall began to feel 
that he was working more for the govermnent and 
insurance companies, than the people. 

The changes seem to depress Marshall, who says it's 
so complicated to practice medicine now that he would 
hesitate to advise someone to begin medical school. But 
the profession has been fortunate, throughout the 
changes, to have had John Marshall, M.D. His 
contributions will undoubtedly last throughout his 
retirement. 

In summing up the past 30 years, Marshall put it quite 
simply. “It’s been a pretty good road. I've learned a lot, 
and people have been nice to me.”

Dear Larz: 

The League of Women Voters of 
Wilmington strongly supports the 
appeal by a group of residents of 
the recent Bard of Appeals decision 
to allow the construction of a six 
story hotel off West Street. Since 
the maximum height of buildings 
allowed in the zoning bylaw of the 
Town of Wimington is four stories, 
the Appeals Board decision is 
highly questionable. 

It is also disconcerting that other 
town officials apparently are in 
support of that decision. The 
actions of various boards raise 
serious questions about the 
commitment of some of these 
officials to the enforcement of the 
zoning bylaw. 

From the early 1960's, when the 
Wilmington League studicd 
planning and zoning in 
Wilmington, this organizaton has 
attempted to promote balanced and 
environmentally compatible 
development through sound land 
use planning and zoning, In order 
fo accomplish that goal, the League 
has supported the principles 
outlined in the 1970 
Comprehensive General Plan as the 
basis for land use planning and 
zoning in the community. 

The League has also strongly 
encouraged the adoption of, clear 
guidelines for the Board of Appeals 
as recommended in the 1970 
Comprehensive General Plan to be 
used in granting variances and 
special permits in order to protect 
the integrity of the existing zoning 
in Wilmington. 

Unforumatcly; becayse many’ of 
the recommendations in the Master 
Plan have not been followed, the 
town has experienced the problems 
associated with unplanned growth 
such as deterioration of water and 
air quality, traffic congestion and 
the negative impact of unplanned 
development on residential 
neighborhoods. 

The League believes that there 
are ways to allow land owners use 
of their land without creating 
additional problems for the 
community, and that the residents 
of Wilmington must insist on 
adequate planning and enforcement 
of the zoning Bylaw by elected and 
appointed officials.

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Backyard 
gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

On the proverbial scale of one to 
10,.1 would have to rate this year's 
gardening season as a four. 

We have had worse summers in 
terms of weather conditions, but 
Not, certainly, in the last half dozen 
years. In my 25 years of backyard 
gardening, I have never before seen 
growing season with more than 
15 days of over 90 degree heat. 
This year, in June, July and August, 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
gardeners had to contend with no 
less than 24 days in which the 
midday temperature ranged 
between 90 and 98 degrees. 

* Gardeners who made liberal use 
of mulches (plastic sheeting, grass, 
hay or leaves) fared much better 
than those who did not. I have not 
witnessed a year in which nearly 
100 percent of the pea crop failed, 
as happened in most of New 
England this summer. Peas, a cool 
weather crop, must be planted late 
in April and harvested before the 
severe heat of early summer sets in. 
As us pea pickers know too well, 
the "severe heat of early summer” 
arrived three weeks’ prematurely 
this year, and Icft us hoping that in 
"89 conditions will return to 
normal. 

Some vegetables did excep- 
tionally well though, where 
gardeners were able to deliver 
enough water to their plants. 
Tomatoes especially did well in 
most gardens, although many area 
gardeners encountered late season 
disease problems. Summer squash 
plants produced abundantly 
through July and into August, even 
though squash vine borers seemed 
to be more numerous than usual. 


One of the fascinations of 
gardenifg is the unpredictability of 
weather conditions. Each year, it 
seems we are presented with a new 
set of problems to contend with. I 
suppose that if it was easy, we 
would soon become bored with it, 

In a conversation with a friend 
Jast weekend, I was asked how this 
year's giant pumpkins were coming 
along. I joined forces with a 
biology teacher at Philips Andover 
Academy this summer, and we have 
brought along 10 "Auanitic'Giant" 
plants on a quarter acre of land in 
Andover. Because of the drought 
conditions which existed through 
most of the summer, we have not 
done as well as we would have 
liked. Nevertheless, we have) 
delivered a 350 pound pumpkin 
Dave Maynard of WBZ’ dio and 
this very orange and nicely 
symmetrical specimen, measuring 
about nine feet in circumference, 
will be auctioned off at the BZ 
Farm Stand this Saturday 
(September 24), all proceeds going 
to Children's Hospital. 

We have a larger pumpkin, still 
growing, wi may reach 450 
pounds, with a bit of luck. This 
pumpkin will be entered in the 
Fifth Annual All New England 
Pumpkin Weigh Off at the 
Topsfield Fair Monday, October 
10, Columbus Day. The Town 
Crier will report the results of this 
contest the following Wednesday, 
And yes, there will again be a Great 
Pumpkin at the Wilmington tennis 
courts on Halloween,

When a hurricane roared into 
New England on Wed., Sept. 21, 
1938, Wilmington was spared from 
heavy damage, such as hit many 
other communities. Residents of the 
town did not report any injuries or 
fatalities, though the storm claimed 
‘some 500 lives in other areas. 

The following article has been 
taken from a scrapbook. It was 
presumably published in the 
Wilmington News. 

The windstorm of hurricane 
velocity which swept through this 
town during Wednesday afternoon 
and evening, caused damage that 
will be impossible to estimate for 
several days. All electric service 
was disrupted at 4:17 p.m. when 
wires and poles in all sections of the 
town were blown down, or were 
carried down with uprooted and 
fallaing trees, Trains were held in 
the railroad yard here due to lack 
of signal lights and through bus 
service was severely crippled. 
Practically every street in town was 
blocked on Wednesday night with 
fallen urees and broken telegraph 
poles and wires. Every available 
man was pressed into service when 
the wind subsided and a splendid 
picce of work done by these 
men working in the blackness of the 
night 

Silver Lake hurd hit 

Damage in the Silver Lake section 
where many of the trees are of 
pine, is indescribable. Piazzas, sun 
porches, roofs and chimneys are 
broken off from falling tuces. 
Garages are blown over, the roof 
of the Silver Lake School was 
blown off and cottages lifted from 
their foundations by uprooted uees 
in their front yards. Property 
owners in this scction alone will 
suffer heavy losses. Three quarters 
of the pine trees in Thompson's 
Grove are cither uprooted or 
broken off. This same thing is truc 
of Shawshcen Avenue, Burlington 
Avenue and Chestnut Strect 
Church Strect suffered heavy 
damage to its beautiful maple and 
elm shade trecs, about every other 
‘one being uprooted. 

A large maple trce in front of the 
home of Selectman Charles H. 
Black was uprooted and fell upon 
the front of his home causing 
damage to his porch and windows 
A large elm trce was uprooted in

Schools closed 

All local schools were closed 
today, and workmen concentrated 
their ‘efforts this morning in 
clearing away the debris from 
around the schools first. In front of

damage. Considerable damage was 
caused at the home of George 
Spanos in Middlesex Avenue from 
falling wees. 

Storekecpers in town face heavy 
losses from spoilage where foods 
are usually kept under electrical 
refrigeration, and farmers who 
have not picked their winter apples 
face heavy losses from uprooted 
orchards, and from fruit being 
blown off the trees. Windows in a 
vacant store downtown were blown 
out by the force of the wind. A tin 
roof on the old Cranberry House in 
Middlesex Avenue was blown off, 
as was the roof of the engine house 
off Main Street.

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Tracking the 
1938 hurricane 


by Capt Larz Neilson 

The publisher of this paper, 50 
years ago tracked the 1938 
hurricane, from its birthplace off 
the coast of Africa, through the 
area of the West Indies, and up the 
Adantic Coast of the United Sines. 

At that time he was second mate 
of the $S Coloradan, a large 
freighter which was enroute from 
California to the Panama Canal. 
The second mate was also the 
navigational officer, which pos- 
sibly sounds important. However 
on every well-run ship the captain 
always kept his eye on things, and 
that included the navigation of the 
vessel, 

But, on the Coloradan, the second 
mate also made himself the weather 
forecaster. It was a job that was 
both simple and complex. 

The United States Navy had a 
radio station in Washington, D.C., 
NAS which broadcast in code all 
the weather of the world, several 
times a day. If a person were, well, 
ambitious, he could copy the code, 
or have it copied, and translate that 
into weather maps. 

Of particular interest to any 
navigator along the with Mexican 
coast were the strong gales of wind 
which made their way through 
various mountain passes, One, near 
Los Angeles, was the Santa Ana 
Pass, The winds that came through 
that pass on occasion were caused 
by "high pressure systems" which 
got locked in, by the Rocky 
Mountains, 

The only "relief valve" as it could 
be called, was through the Santa 
Ana Pass, Sudden strong winds 
would blow, onto part of Los 
Angeles and Long Beach, nearby 
There were times when those winds 
were dangerous to shipping. The 
Pacific Fleet of the US Navy was 
often anchored off Long Beach, 
and Navy officers there kept their 
“weather eyes" peeled, as they 
watched for high weather 
Pressures, north of Santa Ana. 

A second place was the Gulf of 
Tehuantepec. That is near the 
isthmus of the same name, at the 
narrow waist-like portion of Mexi- 
co, south of the Gulf of Mexico. 

A high pressure system could get 
trapped in the Gulf of Mexico, 
because of the high mountains in 
Mexico. There was only one exit, if 
so it may be called -- the pass of 
Tehuantepec, where the mountains 
were only 600 feet high, 

The winds would pour through 
that pass at 60 and more miles an 
hour. Vessels out in the Gulf of 
Tehuantepec, in the Pacific would 
experience rough weather, causing 
them to slow down,

The winds of a "Tehuantepecer" 
could often be felt as far away as 
the Galapagos Islands, west of 
Ecuador and down at the equator. 

A shipmaster would like to know 
whether or not a gale oculd be 
expected, at Tehauntepec. If there 
was a gale, he could navigate close 
to the coast, and escape a good deal 
of the bad weather. If there was no 
gale he oculd stay a couple of 
hundred miles off the coast, and 
save time, 

The second mate kept his maps, 
and could predict when a gale could 
be expected at Tehauntepec. That 
was not the rule on many other 
vessels. 

He could also predict the gales, 
which were not as strong, at a place 
called Papagayo, off the coast of 
Costa Rica, and also at Panama, 
where another low pass cuts across 
the land. 

The second mate, while he was at 
it, used to prepare weather maps 
from the Atlantic region. For 
nothing else the information was 
good for table talk -- tcll an officer 
who came from Philadelphia,for 
instance, when the temperature in 
that city was two degrees below 
zero, 

So, in September 1938 the second 
mate noted that a "low" had formed 
off the coast of Africa. He 
followed that "low" across the 
Aulantic, plotting its positions daily. 
It crossed the Caribbean and went 
up the coast of the United States 
until it had passed Hatteras, on the 
coast of North Carolina. 

There the hurricane seemed to 
head out into the Atlantic Ocean. 
That was a common occurence, in 
the tracking of hurricanes. They 
would go northeast, while off 
Hatteras, and disappear into the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

The second mate "dismissed" that 
hirricane. it was going to go out 
into the Allantic and blow itself out. 

This particular hurricane, how- 
ever, veered back again to the 
north, and picked up speed. It 
crossed Long Island, and Connec- 
ticut, and then Massachusetts, 
finally becoming lost as it travelled 
through the mountains of Vermont 
and New Hampshire. 

The American radios, next 
morning, were broadcasting the 
details of that storm, and all the 
damage it had caused. 

That was an occasion when the 
second mate did not have to tell 
someone from Philadelphia how 
cold it was, in his home town. 

But he could talk about the winds 
of over 150 miles an hour which 
had raged through New England. _!

said that after taking a tour of both 
buildings, he couldn't believe how 
congested they are. 

"There's obviously a real need 
there,” he said. Fellow members 
agreed with his assessment. 

Included in the scope of work, 
said Kretsch, will be a look at 
several options to accomplish 
expansion goals, the development 
of a final scheme, and the 
presentation of that scheme to town 
officials as well as to voters, who 
will make the decision to 
appropriate funds should the study 
show a need for renovations to 
existing buildings. The Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen will make the 
final decision on how to prioritize 
the project. 

PBC members were hung up on 
‘one aspect of the scope of services 
document, Kretsch said it was 
assumed that if he did a good job on 
the study, his firm would be re- 
tained for additional architectural 
work. He explained that one reason 
his firm applied for the study was 
the possibility of doing the actual 
design. He noted he would lose 
money doing the study alone. 
Members said no further com- 
mitment was possible until the 
study was complete. They said they 
would seck the advice of town 
counsel. 

Also under discussion Monday 
was the possibility of state reim- 
bursement for the project, the 
necessary involvement of the fire 
and police chicfs and town officials, 
and the need to cover all possible 
options to satisfy town residents. 


From the view point of accidents, 
it was a good week in Wilmington.

The woman known as ‘Madame Eames' 


by Capt, Larz Neilsom 

The house at 434 Middlesex 
Avenue is an interesting home, in 
Wilmington. Known as "Green 
Gates" for the fence which once 
‘Surrounded it, the house has beea in 
existence since about 1910, and is 
known as the "Madam Eames 
House,” 

Madam Eames was a Wilmington 
resident named. Gertrude Gounds. 
In 1987 she married Frederick 
Alden Eames, better known as Fred 
Eames, 

Not much is known of Gertrude 
Gotnds. The lady was born in 
England, and she was 35 years old 
when she married Fred. Fred was 
32, the son of Nathan Bradicy 
Eames of Woburn Strcet, 
Wilmington. 

Nathan Bradley Eames was 
descended from a long line of 
Eames families who had lived on 
what is now Wobum Street since 
about 1683. He had a daughter and 
four sons, He was universally well 
liked by everyone who knew him. 
The late "Nifty" Hoban, who was 
the deputy chicf of police of 
Wilmington many yéars ago would 
say that "Brad" Eames was the 
finest man ever to live in town. 

Nathan Bradicy would answer to 
either name. He established a coal 
and ice business in Wilmington 
when he was a young man, using 
the old Salem & Lowell Railroad to 
bring his coal to Wilmington, That

railroad was constructed in 1851, 
for the purpose of getting some of 
the “cotton business" from the 
Lowell mills to go through the port 
of Salem. All that trade was going 
through Boston, thanks to the 
Boston & Lowell, later the Boston 
& Maine, Salem, as a seaport was a 
dying town. 

The railroad didn’t attract much 
cotton ‘trade, but there were coal 
companies which were started 
along the track, one in North 
Reading and another in Tewksbury, 
at the Wamesit site. 

"Brad" Eames established his coal 
business at the crossing of Andover 
Street, where a railroad station 
called Browns Crossing was esta- 
blished. Today it is the site of the 
Browns Crossing Pumping station, 
of the Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Department. 

The*casual sightseer can still see 
where the coal was unloaded, right 
beside the railroad track. There are 
several shallow holes still existing. 

Later Brad transferred his coal 
shed to a site on the Boston & 
Maine, in North Wilmington. It 
was very close to the new building, 
owned by Steve Lawrenson, and 
called "Station Square.” Brad put 
in a system to unload cars, using 
concrete and some steel elevating 
material. The ruins were torn out 
by Lawrenson in the construction 
of his new building. 

The system was closer to the

railroad tracks than is the present 
building. There was also a set of 
scales, very near Middlesex 
Avenue, on which wagons were 
weighed before they were loaded, 
and then afterward. All is gone 
now.

Bradley Eames, Edward married a 
girl from Reading named Clara 
Young. One of the sons of this 
marriage was Hugh, who became 
chief of the Reading Fire

Arthur Warren Eames married a 
girl from Malden named Anna 
Currier and there were two 
children. Gertrude Allgrove is well 
known to many. Wilmington 
residents. She will be 100 years old 
next March 28th. She was the first 
grade teacher of the writer, back 
over 70 years ago, in the old 
Walker School, and intcidently, his 
first sweetheart, even though he 
was only five years old. Her 
brother was Ernest Warren Eames, 
who for many years was the 
caretaker of Wildwood Cemetery. 

"Brad" Eames, as he was called 
about that time, had a.wonderful 
flower garden in the field near his 
home, and in which Gertrude 
Eames as a young girl, back before 
the Spanish American War, used to 
play. She is another person who can 
atest to the wonderful person who 
was Nathan Bradicy Eames. 

As*has~been: said Fred Eames 
married Gertrude Gounds in 1897. 
He was the town treasurer, and he 
sold insurance. He lived with his 
father, in the house on Woburn 
Street. His brother Frank, who 
never married, also lived with his 
father and was a clerk. 

Sometime or other Fred and 
Gertrude Eames moved to a home 
on Middlesex Avenue. As a guess 
the writer will say that it is now the 
Peterson home at 311 Middlesex 
Avenue, or the Zaccagnini house, 
next door.

But Gertrude Gounds Eames, it 
seems, made the decisions. Shé had 
become a business lady Boston and 
made ladies’ hats.

Hers was a prosperous business.

Middlesex. The site had been the 
home, many years before of a 
possible colonial home which was 
called "the black house” because of 
its unpainted white pine clapboards. 
It is said that home had been the 
home of Lt. George Washington 
Ford, son of the Captain of Wil- 
mington Minutemen on Concord 
Day. George Washington Ford was 
a Wilmington militia officer and 
anyone who wants to guess how he 
got his name is free to do so.

After a while it was known that 
Fred and Gertrude Eames were not 
agreeing on many points. 

The writer does not know the 
date, but Fred Eames, and the lady 
who was the housekeeper disap- 
peared one day. They moved to a 
Cape Cod address, and neither of 
them was ever seen in this town 
again.

It seems that the most beneficial 
critters are also the ones most likely 
to be hated on sight. 

Snakes, like them or not, keep us 
from starving. If not for snakes and 
other predators, the mice and rats 
would quickly overwhelm our 
store of grain and leave us hungry. 

There aren't many snakes these 
days, or at least we don't go outside 
enough to really sce them often, so 
the snakes are relatively safe. 

But the spiders -- ah, now there's 
an ugly little beastie that carries its 
‘own weight. Spiders are the only 
things that keep the insects from 
overrunning the world. We may 
hate them, but spiders are key to a 
normal life on Earth. 

I's a normal mistake to make, but 
a spider is not an insect. All bugs 
have six legs, while the arachnids 
(spiders and scorpions) have cight. 
That settles that. 

Everywhere you go, you will find 
spiders. About the only places on 
the planet that don't have spiders 
are the tops of high mountains, but 
with that exception in mind, there's 
always a spider nearby. Like the 
insects that they hunt, spiders are 
everywhere, 

Spiders come in two classes: the 
hunting spiders, ones that prowl 
around and only use webs for nests, 
and the web spiders, ones that live 
on meshes made of webbing, unless 
moving to a new location, 

The ability to spin webs is unique 
to spiders, though some caterpillars 
have a temporary web ability. This 
hair-thin stuff is made by spiders 
from glands on their tails, their 
spinnerets, and the strands are so 
strong that at one time we used 
black widow webs to make cross- 
hairs for our rifle scopes. (Truc!) 

Love them or hate them, spiders 
provide an amazing example of just 
how diversified life on Earth really 
is, Fascinating! And you don't need 
to watch "National Geographic” to 
see strange and amazing spiders. 
Take a little stroll outside and visit 
the spiders, and be amazed ... 

For example, there are so-called 


“fisher spiders" living along the 
ponds. These © 


shores of most local 
lightning-quick arachnids are big, 
about the size of a 4-year-old’s 
hand, and they travel in pairs for 
some curious reason. The fisher 
spiders hunt by hanging upside 
down over the water, usually under 
a dock, and they nab little fish from 
the shallow waters. Disturb one and 
you'll see just how quick a spider 
can move away ... ZIIIIIP! Gone. 
Once I watched an unremarkable 
spider, mostly brown and black, 
but the arachnid was sitting on a lily 
pad a few feet from shore. Hmmm. 
‘When I disturbed it, the spider dove 
under the lily pad! A few seconds 
later it was back, sitting on top of 
the pad again. It was a water spider, 
although I didn't know we had any 
such water spiders living in New 
England. Water spiders set up tiny 
enclosures under the water and fill 
them with air bubbles. If needed, 
they just duck underwater and hide! 
Another bit of amazement is the 
jumping spider. These tiny black- 
and-white specimens are found all

over the place, and they know how 
to fly! Jumping spiders tack one 
end of their web to a wall, then leap 
off into space. They spin webbing 
as they go, and soon the strand of 
web will catch enough wind to send 
them long distances, Look at your 
lawn around sunrise, when the sun 
is at the right angle for seeing webs, 
and you might see a single strand 
that stretches all the way across the 
neighborhood. A flying spider. 

‘As autumn approaches, and the 
plants start to wither, web-living 
spiders become easier to find. The 
most common are blanket spiders, 
the ones that sct up tightly-woven 
horizontal meshes of web in hedges 
and other bushes. Look for a hole 
in the web and you'll find the 
spider, sitting there waiting for the 
vibration that means lunch is here. 
Other web spiders include the 
garden spiders, lovely black and 
gold things that sets up a classic 
circular web in gardens and fields. 
A garden spider's web has a long 
zig-zag down the center, probably 
for better traction in the web. 

Spider's that build circular webs, 
by the way, are more clever than 
you might realize. The lines of web 
between the spokes are very sticky, 


to catch flies and insects, while the 
spokes themselves are made of web 
material that isn’t sticky, so the 
spider has secure footing. 

While living in Utah some years 
ago, I learned that black widow 
spiders are also web-spinners, but 
the shiny black arachnids with the 
famous red hourglass happen to 
make very irregular webs. Their 
free-form webs were everywhere. 

Once I was reaching underneath a 
metal overhahg to find a switch, but 
something made me stop. Putting a 
mirror underneath the overhang, I 
was unplcasantly surprised to find a 
huge black widow, biggest I'd ever 
seen, hanging in her web right in 
the place where my hand was going 
to be. Her legs would have reached 
the edge of a half-dollar, and her 
abdomen was almost the size of a 
dime, Widow bites are usually not 
fatal but they can make you quite 
sick. A co-worker was once bitten 
by a black widow, but he only 
complained for a few days about 
the bite. Then again, that same fool 
used to go into the desert to hunt 
badgers with a sharp stick, Hmm. 

The Utah desert where I lived 
also had tarantulas, growing to 
about the size of my hand, but

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Returns after 8 years 


Sondra Lisson is twice a teacher

Some engineers earn in one 
hour what a substitute teacher 
earns in one day. 

“My financial future would 
definitely have been a lot 
brighter had I stayed in 
programming — some teachers 
retire at what a beginning 
engineer makes,” says Sondra 
Lisson of Reading as she em- 
barks upon her fourth year at 
Woburn’s Joyce Middle School. 

With a bachelor’s degree in 
math and a master’s in 
educational psychology, Lisson 
envisioned a long-term teaching 
career until Proposition 2% 
abruptly cut that career short 
about eight years ago. After 
retraining and forr and a half 
years of continuous ad- 
vancement at Compugraphic in 
Wilmington, she made a 
decision very few make — to 
leave the business world and to 
enter teaching again. 

It certainly wasn't for the 
money. 

Pick up any local paper, and 
you'll see that teachers are 
leaving the field left and right. 
“To change occupations and 
work in private industry" is the 
reason often given. To “pursue 


further studies,” research a 
career move, run a T-shirt 
company, do calligraphy. 

They rarely mention money in 
their resignations. 

“The thing that blew my 
mind,” says Lisson, ‘tis that I 
was a pre-novice. | was entry 
level, and Compugraphic paid 
me what I had made after all 
those years of experience in 
education.” 

You have a master’s degree in 
English plus three years of 
teaching experience, and you 
decide to look into other careers. 
As an entry-level secretary, you 
could equal or surpass your 
current salary — with plush 
working conditions, state-of-the- 
art supplies you don’t have to 
spring for yourself, coffee 
breaks, air-conditioning, 
predictable high raises. 

Sure, your hours in the 
business world look longer — 
but you have no homework. You 
get to refer to other adults — 
even the president of the 
company — by first name. You 
can stop working and head for 
the head whenever you want. No 
need to live and breathe by the 
bells. 

A veteran of both worlds, 
highly successful in both 
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domains, Lisson went back to 
teaching four years ago with her 
eyes wide open. “I was working 
on developing business reports 
for some of the departments at 
Compugraphic. I love com- 
puters because when you 
Program, you know if it’s right 
or wrong. Either it bombs or it 
runs,” she says. “I love that 
kind of immediate feedback, but 
I didn't feel I was doing 
anything significant. 

“I spent a lot of time at the 
computer — increasingly less as 
I assumed more responsibilities 
— but I was missing the in- 
teraction with my students,” 
she continues. “'I started looking 
in the paper for jobs.” 

A few interviews later, she 
found her work experience an 
asset and returning to teaching, 
a viable decision. Since she 
hadn’t been in the classroom for 
such a long while, she decided to 
wait until the beginning of the 
School year for her re-entry. 

“It’s hard for any teacher to 
step into a situation in the 
middle of the year,” she says. “I 
saw an ad in the paper for a 
position in Woburn which 
combined the two things I really 
wanted to teach — algebra and 
computer programming. It just

seemed like this opportunity 
was absolutely made for me 
because I didn’t want to get my 
fingers out of computers.” 

Before she entered the 
building, the kids seemed in- 
timidating and tough. Once she 
was back in the classroom, they 
weren't like that at all. “The 
part about closing your door and 
working with the students — 
that’s really exciting and that's 
where it’s at,” she says. “But 
the rest of it is very 
discouraging.”” 

The classroom may be where 
it’s at — but for an increasing 
number of teachers, where it’s 
at is not enough. 

Money is almost the least of 
the problem 

When 2% came along, Lisson 
herself was already weary of the 
public’s attitude toward 
teachers. “It got very tiring and 
difficult for many of us to be in 
education at that time,” she 
says. ‘People thought so little of 
teachers — as evidenced by all 
the cutbacks." 

Working at Compugraphic 
was very different from 
teaching. ‘You're treated as a 
professional and get much more 
respect as a business person 
than you get as a teacher. I did 
very well there. I moved up 
quickly and had people repor- 
ting to me by the time I left,” 
she says. “But I really wasn’t 
getting any satisfaction from 
the job.” 

Luckily, the excitement of 
teaching and sharing with 
students once again provided 
that satisfaction and joy and 
challenge. Because little else 
appears to have changed. 

“Teachers are so creative, 
and they’re hurt and frustrated 
so much when that creativity 
isn’t recognized,” says Lisson. 
“Teachers need the opportunity 
to be involved in decision- 
making and the freedom to 
make decisions based on their 
own best judgment — and we 
don’t have that,

In “Rock Rochester, New York 
under their new contract, 
teachers have input in all areas, 
including who is hired,” she 
continues. “‘As teachers here, 
the only input we have goes on in 
our classrooms — depending on 
the school in which we're 
working, if the administration 
allows us that.

Of those 
young idealistic teachers, only 
two have returned to teaching. 

“People have to put some 
priority on educating their 
children, or else we're going to 
continue to lose a lot.of our good 
teachers,” says Lisson.

cranberries again 


Massachusetts is predicted to 
top the country in cranberry 
production once again this year. 
Prospects for the 1988 crop are 
excellent and indicate a record 
harvest for our Bay State 
growers, according to Aubrey 
Davis of USDA's National 
Agricultural Statistics Service. 

A total of 1.825 million barrels 
are estimated to be harvested 
from mid- September to mid- 
November, a 26 percent in- 
crease over 1987's low output. 
Massachusetts produces more 
than 50 percent of the nation’s 
cranberry crop on over 11,800 
acres, according to the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Food 
and Agriculture. 

The anticipated increase in 
production is due to several 
factors. Cranberry bogs 
overwintered well and survived 
spring frosts with little injury. A 
heavy bloom was accompanied 
by excellent pollination 
weather, resulting in average to 
heavy set. The mid-summer

Public school lunch programs 


SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 

As schools reopen across the 
Commonwealth, the state’s 
largest restaurant business — 
the School Lunch Program — 
opens its doors once again. Last 
year, Massachusetts schools 
served 76 million lunches and 11 
million breakfasts to students. 

Massachusetts Public Health 
Commissioner Deborah 
Prothrow-Stith, M.D., joined 
Commissioner of Education 
Harold Raynolds, Jr., in en- 
couraging parents to have their 
children take part in the school 
lunch and breakfast programs, 
which are made possible 
through a federal-state-local 
partnership. 

“A recent study in Lawrence 
showed a correlation between 
participation in the school 
breakfast program, higher test 
scores and improved school 
attendance,” said Raynolds. If 
it were not for the school meals 
program, he said, many 
children would not eat break- 
fast. 

“School meals make a 
significant contribution to the 
health and well- being of our 
children. ‘When children eat 
well, they are better able to 
learn,’ Dr. Prothrow-Stith 
emphasized. 

According to Raynolds, 
Massachusetts has been at the 
forefront of the school breakfast

program. Breakfasts are of- 
fered at 854 schools in the state; 
lunches are served at 2,001 
schools. 

Meals are available free of 
charge to children from low- 
income families. Reduced-price 
meals are available to children 
eligible under a formula 
depending on family size and 
income. All other students may 
purchase meals at a reasonable 
cost. Children from families 
receiving food stamps or Aid to 
Families with Dependent 
Children (AFDC) are eligible 
for free meals. Parents will 
receive applications for free and 
reduced-price meals during 
September. Education and 
health officials urge parents to 
complete the applications so 
their children may qualify for 
the program. 

Food service directors who 
run school lunch programs have 
employed innovative concepts 
to assure that students receive 
healthy food choices that are 
also attractive. Salad bars, 
potato bars and pasta bars have 
met with success in many school 
districts. Wheat crust and 
vegetable toppings help make 
pizza a nutritious favorite. 
Whole-grain breads, sprouts and 
hearty, school-made soups add a 
flavorful twist to traditional 
soup-and-sandwich com- 
binations. 


“Parents can be assured that 
their children receive well- 
balanced, nutritious meals for 
breakfast and lunch,” Raynolds 
said. 

Raynolds and Prothrow-Stith 
emphasized that whether 
students choose to bring a brown 
bag lunch from home or take 
part in the school-sponsored 
meal programs, their health and 
nutritional well-being remain of 
the utmost importance to health 
and education officials.

SCHOOLS TEST FOR LEAD 


recently urged all public school 
Gepariments and private 
schools to test the 

water in their elementary 
schools for lead. To minimize 


water taps and fountains for two 
minutes at the start of each day 
until the test results are known. 
Flushing drinking water sources 
substantially reduces the lead 
concentrations. 

Dr. Prothrow-Stith issued her 
recommendations as she 

a study the Depart- 
ment of Public Health con- 
ducted of drinking water in 
elementary schools across 
Massachusetts. The study found 
lead in excess of the federal 
standard of 50 parts per billion 
in 21 percent of the drinking 
fountains tested when the water 
was first turned on. After 
running for two minutes, 3 
percent of the fountains ex- 
ceeded the standard. 

‘The department analyzed five 
hundred samples taken from 39 
schools, representing every 
region of the state. 

“Lead in the school drinking 
water is not, by itself, likely to 
cause lead poisoning,’’ Dr. 
Prothrow-Stith said. ‘‘First, 
students do not consume large 
quantities. Second, the major 
cause of lead poisoning is 
consumption of lead paint chips, 
and by the time youngsters go to 
school, they have outgrown that 
behavior. And third, lead poses 
the greatest danger to children’s 


neurological development 
before age six.” 
The study released found 


there was no dangerous level of 
lead in water supplied through 
public water mains. The source 
of lead appeared to be in the 
school plumbing, either from old 
lead pipes, from lead-based 
solder, or fixtures containing 
lead alloys.

School bus safety sought 


The School Transportation 
Association of Massachusetts, in 


ik (September 18-24), is 
issuing School Bus Safety 
Guidelines urging motorists to 
obey the school bus safety laws, 
and parents and teachers alike 
to review the rules of safety with 
school age children. 

Ken Ballou, President of 
Wellesley Motor Coach and 
President of STAM, said, ‘The 
Guidelines are part of STAM’s 
Safety in the transportation of 
school children. There are over 
7,000 school buses in Massa- 
chusetts and more than one- half 
million children are transported 
to and from school each day.” 
Continued Ballou, “It’s critical 
that all of us do all we can for 
their safety.” 


Children should: 

* Get to the bus stop ahead of 
time. Wait for the bus on the 
sidewalk or the edge of the road. 

*Never play in or near the 
road. 

“Wait to make sure the bus 
comes to a full stop and get on 
the bus single file; always hold 
on to the handrail. 

“Go to your seat promptly and 
do not move around in the bus. 

*Never throw things in the 
bus. Ask the driver for per- 
mission before opening the 
window. 

*Never put your head or arm 
out of the window. 


Why do leaves 


Indian myth tells us that 
heavenly hunters killed the 
Great Bear of the Heavens in the 
fall and its blood dripped over 
the forests, coloring some 
leaves red. Other leaves turned 
yellow when fat splattered out of 
the celestial caldron as the 
hunters cooked the meat. 

AAA Massachusetts reports 
that the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture takes a less 
romantic view. 

In spring and summer, leaves 
manufacture food for the trees 
in cells containing the green 
pigment chlorophyll. Leaves 
also contain the same yellow/ 
orange substance that gives 


carrots their color, but the 
greater amount of chlorophyll 
keeps them green. 


In the fall, drops in tem- 
perature and shorter hours of 
daylight begin to stop the food- 


*When leaving or entering the 
bus, never go after anything 
that rolls under the bus. Tell the 
driver about it. 

*Never walk right in front of 
the bus, behind the bus, or close 
to the sides or the wheels. Ask 
the driver to show you where to 
walk. 

*Look both ways before 
crossing the street. If there are 
safety patrol officers on duty, 
obey them; if not, wait for the 
bus driver to signal that it is safe 
to cross the street. 

The majority of children in- 
jured or killed in pupil tran- 
Sportation are not injured or 
killed on the bus, but outside the 
bus. Motorists should know that 
Massachusetts law mandates 
that: 

Cars in both directions must 
come to a complete stop when 
they see the flashing red lights 
and extended stop arm on a 
school bus. 

“These tips,” said Ballou, 
“are part of a comprehensive 
Bus Safety Program that the 
School Transportation 
Association of Massachusetts 
has devel |. Entitled ‘Buster, 
Think of Your Safety Now,’ the 
program includes a videotape, 
coloring book, posters and a 
lesson plan for teachers. In- 
formation about the program is 
available through the STAM 
office, 792 South Main Street, 
Mansfield, Mass.

Sunlight affects the brightness 
of foliage, according to AAA, 
Exposure to strong fall sunlight 
tends to bring out brilliant 
colors, while prolonged cloudy 
weather brings out pastel 
shades. 

Few regions of the world have 
these showy displays. The 
abundance and variety of 
hardwood trees in New 
England, together with 
favorable weather conditions, 
have made it one of the finest of 
all foliage areas.
